I ayree with you that it would oe letter if this muUial en- 
ciiariye ci facilities should not "be formalized. Whatever luippens, 

I am a:-.xious to avoid entering; into coimnitments v/hich might 160000 
contractual or involve the e:cpenditure of funds either ly BBC or 
PBI3, However, should it lecome necessai*y for you at anj’’ time to 
Justify the facilities you extend to our people, I list lelov the 
main items v;}:ich we furnish your people at Caver sliarx: 

1. Accommodations . We have provided five rooms for PBI3 personnel 
\;ith a total culic capa-city of 16,500 culic feet. Hea.ting, cleaning, 
interior decoi’ating axid rental charges are provided. 

5. Items of f’ur.iiture provided your people at the present time nay 
le fo'und in the attached extract frori our inventory. 

5, Helenhones . '>/e provide and pay rental for five main instrumtuits 
and tru'ee -nra’aUcl extensions on our switchloard. IBIS personnel 
are permitted to use the Corporation's ov/n wires to London for 
official purposes ruid the cost of all calls made from IBIS instru- 
ments to destinations in the Heading area ere met ly the Coinjoration. 
h'e e:x5ect the employee to pay the cost of personal long distance 
cal Is • 


4. Hrlio Heceivers . We provide two radio receivers for the use 
of IBIS T)erGOiu': 0 l and these ai’e maintained ly oiur engineers. 
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5. Auxiliary Ser^^ices . FBIS personnel ioave full access to om’ 
canteen, '..iiich is subsidized by the Corporation. Facilities for 
cashing’ checks are ^^rovided by o'ur cashiers. Your employees have 
access to o'ci' ’.relfare staff and facilities and they are eligible 
for inenber cliip in our social club* 

6. [Transport . F3IS personnel nay use our norLial BIC bus services 
v.'iti-out charge tmd drivers of your voxiiGles are provided with the 
use of our equipnent for normal maintenance , etc. 

7. Hostel Acconnodations . IBIS personnel can be accomodated in 
o-or hostels. 33C rates for acconnodation vary from approximately 
$4*00 per v;eel: to approximately $15.00 per week, according to 
acconnodation?,. Chese rates include tvxo neals por day. Since 
these hostels have been subsidized by the Corporation, v/e make a 
noninal additional cliarge to FBIS erq-)loyces of $1.40 per v/eek, in 
order to provide allowances to any suggestion that we are sub- 
sidizing Anerican personnel from the British taxpayer. 

8. technical Service . While we recover from FBIS the rental 
charge which we pay to the British Post Office for youi’ wire 
circuits, the naintenanco of tecimical eq^uipnent at Cavershan on 
a 24-hour service is provided b^’' our engineers v/ithout charge.
